Two Fatalities 
The decision of the commlscion 
to make regulations for control of 
-parachute Jumping resulted from 
go fatal accidents during the 1929 
flying season and reports of care­ 
lessness at certain flying field'’ where 
jum pers were engaged for exhibi­ 
tion purposes to draw crowds to 
th'* fields in question. 
In thp case 
of one of the fatal accidents re­ 
ported to the commission an in­ 
spector found, after investigation 
that not only had the parachute 
lured not been packed but th at it 
was carried under tile arm of the 
Jumper who was not skilled in the 
art 
A 
more 
strict 
supervision 
of 
planes and pilots also will be in or­ 
der this season 
The state’s avia­ 
tion Inspectors have been instructed 
to check tip on all unlicensed air­ 
craft and pilots with a view to forc­ 
ing them to take out Pennsylvania 
licenses or leave the state. 
A review' of reports submitted to 
the commission for 1929 reveals a 
total of 58 accidents. Bd of which 
involved planes, two due to faulty 
parachute packing and one dirigible 
In nine fatal accidents occurring 
during the 1929 season there were 
18 deaths, two of which resulted 
from parachute Jumping 
Accord­ 
ing to tile reports 50 per cent of 
the accidents were classed us avoid­ 
able, 464 per cent unavoidable and 
03 per cent undeterm ined or the 
figures do not include accidents to 
army and navy planes operating 
within the state

DELAY LICENSES 


Bureau 
Of 
Motor 
Vehicles 
Hampered By C arelessness 
Of Auto Operators. 


Every day last week the Bureau 
of Motor Vehicles received from 
postil authorities 26 bags of mail 
containing 
applications 
for 
1930 
drivers' cards undeliverable chiefly 
because operators forgot to tell the 
bureau they had changed their ad­ 
dress. 
An analysis of approxim ately 36- 
000 returned cards showed that 23 - 
OOO 
operators 
were 
unknown 
at 
poKtoflices. in 11.000 cases the oper­ 
ators were known but cards could 
not be forwarded because of postal 
restrictions. 1510 had moved away 
from Pennsylvania and 680 were 
dead. 
More than 100 000 of the 2 050.000 
cards mailed by the bureau. Janu­ 
ary 6. have been returned. 
Approximately 60.000 Pennsylvan­ 
ians have sent $1 instead oi $2 with 
their application cards, apparently 
ignorant of the fact that the 1929 
legislature doubled the fee for such 
cards. 
Tiiis error is m ade despite 
the fact th at the card plainly sets 
forth the fee is now $2. 
Every tim e the bureau receives a 
cheek or other rem ittance of $1 the 
people oi Pennsylvania pay five and 
one-half or six cents extra to l.srae 
th a t particular card, and the roads 
of 
Pennsylvania 
lose 
the 
same 
am ount. 
“The law requires owners and 
operators of motor vehicles to notify 
th** bureau their addresses have 
Ihh ii changed,** said Commissioner 
Benjam in G. Eynon, "but com para­ 
tively few of them do. 
“Pennsylvanians ah o have not re­ 
ceived applications for 1930 driver/ 
cards may rest assured th a t the 
cards have been returned to us or 
are lost. 
If they desire license be­ 
fore the year closes February 
they would better ask us for a nctf.v 
application, giving their old and ne^ 
addresses."
